Name a Press Reporter 

Every year about this time we like to remind the 
various organizations of the town and district which 
are now nominating and electing their officers for the 
coming year to appoint a press reporter. 

Every organization whose meetings and activit¬ 
ies are of interest to the general public should have 
a press secretary whose job is to see that the activit¬ 
ies of the club or association he or she represents re¬ 
ceive the proper publicity. 

Some organizations co-operate admirably in this 
respect. Others expect the newspaper to have a re¬ 
porter at every one of their meetings and to constant¬ 
ly keep in touch with thair activities—a job well nigh 
impossible when one stops to think how many organ¬ 
izations there are in Vulcan and district. 

The Advocate does its best to cover the more 
important meetings or to arrange for coverage, but 
limitations of staff and time must be considered. A 
meeting that may take two or three hours may only 
rate a short space in the paper, and yet we would like 
to have that meeting reported. The co-operation of 
organizations in naming press reporters would make 
this possible. 

Such a reporter should try to give unbiased and 
accurate reports of meetings and activities and should 
get his reports in to the newspaper ocfice promptly so 
the value of timely publicity won’t be lost. Pick the 
best person you can to do the job and have him or 
her turn in the news of your meetings and activities 
Monday or Tuesday of each week. 

We’ll rewrite it if necessary—all we need is the 
facts—and we’ll really appreciate your co-operation.

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The soil bacteria will decompose 
much of the material this fall and 
next spring so that there will be 
less of it In the nuisance ft>rm at 
seeding time. There will also be 
enough crop residue left on the 
soil surface to form a trash cover 
for protection to the land against 
erosion until the seeding crop has 
become well established. 

Next year could be a dry and 
windy year and every effort should 
be made to keep sufficient crop 
residue on or near the surface for 
cover protection. Don't burn it, 
save it to protect and fertilize 
your soil.

Dr. E. E. Ballantyne, Director 
of Veterinary Services, Alberta De¬ 
partment of Agriculture, says that 
uurii^ the past two years the 
heavy period of caifhood vaccina¬ 
tion against Bang's disease has 
been during the months of Nov¬ 
ember and December. All cattle 
owners desiring vaccination of 
their calves should advise their 
veterinarian, district agriculturist 
or agricultural service board well 
in advance, so that the work may 
be done when the veterinarian is 
in their district. This will prevent 
overlapping of trips and possible 
delay. 

Every cattleman should adopt a 
plan of yearly vaccination of all 
heifer calves, says Dr. Ballantyne. 
Caifhood vaccination has paid div¬ 
idends to Alberta cattlemen, both 
ranchers and dairymen. A panel 
discussion at the last convention 
of the Alberta Dairymen's Asso¬ 
ciation unanimously endorsed calf- 
hood vaccination as a worthwhile 
and logical method of controlling 
Bajig’s disease. (The Western Stock 
Growers Association has been sup¬ 
porting the caifhood vaccination 
program for years because it has 
proved its value in ranch herds. 

Owners of clean herds should 
become more active, says Dr. Bal¬ 
lantyne. The man with the clean 
herd may lose thousands of dol¬ 
lars if Bang's disease gets into his 
herd. This loss can be prevented 
by building up Bang’s resistance 
over a period of years by caifhood 
vaccination. The disease is quite 
widespread in Alberta. In 1950, 
28,887 cattle were tested in the U P 
province.

Transporting and Feeding 
Weed Seeds 

Recently me Naxious Weeds Act 
was amended to include the tran¬ 
sporting and feeding of weed seed 
screenings. These recent regula¬ 
tions state that screenings cannot 
be transported by anyone unless a 
permit to do so has been obtained 
from the Weed Inspector or Field 
Supervisor for the area, or from 
the Field Crops Branch, Alberta 
Department of Agriculture, Ed¬ 
monton. Farmers transporting 
screenings over their own or rent¬ 
ed land do not require permits. 
These regulations were put into 
effect to minimize the scattering 
of weed seeds along the road al¬ 
lowances and over farm lands. 
Municipalities are responsible for 
the issuing of these permits with¬ 
in their own boundaries. 

Any farmer or rancher living in 
an Improvement District or Spe¬ 
cial Area may apply for a permit 
to transport screenings from their 
local district Aggriculturist. Where 
the applicant wishes to haul 
screenings before the permit rea¬ 
ches him trom Edmonton, he may 
apply for an interim permit which 
is good for 7 days after the date of 
issue. 

Before a permit is issued the ap¬ 
plicant must agree to only move 
screenings in tight containers 
which will prevent them from be¬ 
ing scattered during transit. No 
screenings shall be used as feed 
foi; livestock unless fed within a 
closed feed lot. Every person who 
has screenings in his possession or 
under his control shall keep them 
in buildings, bins or other contain¬ 
ers so constructed that the screen¬ 
ings are securely confined therein.

Seed May Be Scarce 

Farmers who were unable to 
thresh enough grain of a quality 
and germination to be suitable for 
seed should attempt to make ar¬ 
rangements at an early date for 
their seed requirements. Arrange¬ 
ments made now or in the near 
future will save trouble and un¬ 
certainty at seeding time. If wea¬ 
ther conditions remain as they 
have during the past fall, next 
spring will he an extremely busy 
one as most farmers will be at¬ 
tempting to seed and harvest their 
crops at the same time. There 
will be little time available then 
to find the necessary seed. 

Grain that has undergone soak¬ 
ing. freezing and thawing will 
not likely be suitable for seed. A 
sample taken from a stook or 
swath Is not a safe guide to the
